States Senate has not been confirmed by the Governor in so many words, the po- 
sition he has taken regarding those who seek to interview him on the subject 
makes' it comparatively certain that he was not misquoted in the declaration at- 
tributed to him. From the Inception of the' recent Senatorial cEimpaig-n it was 
evident that the Governor's heart was in the Burns fight, for although, for po- 
litical reasons, he did not make any positive stand on the issue, all his words 
and actions showed which way his sympathies .'-were bent. 


It was but na.turai that such should be the 'case. Colonel'Burns was mainly in- 


strumental in the splendid fights made, first for Gage's nomination and then at 
the polls in his behalf a.nd the Governor, is the last man in the world to forget 
those'who have taken off their coats and 
worked in his interests. Then again, 


Colonel Burns had claims for the position that even his most bitter enemies could 
noi with justice derjy, for he has for years past been in the van of the Republican 
hosts when political battles wero on and to his shrewd generalship and personal 
activity a great many of the party successes have boon due. 


Under these circumstances It is but natural that the Governor should take 


the action now credited' to him and place in Colonel Burns' possession the. honors 
that were denied him at the leglslativa session through the machinations ot a 
hostile clique of envious politicians. Tho ciuestion of all-absorbing interest that 
now results, therefore, is what are the possibilities that the action of the Gover- 
nor will !>e upheld? 


That they are moflt encouraging must be conceded when the situation is thor-

What is the present status of Oakland and what should be done to fur- 


ther Its interests'' The Ideas of T. I/. Barker on this subject are. as follows: 


"For years previous to 1S91 Oakland was prosperous. There had b^c-n a 


steady progress for ten years. From that time down to the- election 'of the 
present Mayor and Council th'c people oj the city seem to have been antago- 
nistic toward all aggregate capita: and through their ofllclals Sdem to have 
endeavored to prevent men of means and corporatons from coming here. They 
have been vicious toward the railroad and have thrown obstructions in its 
way. 


"During the railroad-strike the city was allowed to be fenced in. Travel 


from the city was practically stopped. The city officials, whose duty it was 
to preserve peace and ke.ep order, made no effort In that line. That' Inac- 
tion drove many people from tho city and also much work that the rail- 
road would have brought. It prevented people from coming here because 
there die! not seem to bo any city government to preserve peace and protect 
citizens.

"It was not so in Alameda. That city kepi travel open without trouble. 


San Jose did the same*. The police of this city could have kept travel open 
if they had been instructed to do so, but they were not so instructed. 


"I beliovo the fact that there was no action did more to retard the growth 


of the city than any one thought at the time. 


"The water front suit, at a cost ot J75,OCO or more, and the end is not 


yet, was another mistake. The ground of this suit was covered by another 
suit which was in prog-rasB at the time it was brought. It would not have 
cost the city rnoro than fS.OOO or $1.0,000 to havo carrier) both suits under the 
same title.

ry Chltter.den of the Oakland (Ca3.3 Tribune makes a most Interesting sug- 
gestion. The innovation, ho says, transcends the strictly mechanical realm, 
and, trenching on the domain of morals, may properly be criticised even by 
these destitute of expert knowledge of railways and machinery. Against the 
ohvlctis advantage of deriving a constant return of work performed" from 
the large sum of money invested in locomotives, Mr. Chltt'onclen balances the 
possible—he calls It probable—loss to result from tho inevitable decrease of 
personal interest on the part of the engineer >n individual engines. This is 
certainly worth consildeing. 
It Is well known that'locomotive engineers 


develop a feeling little if any different from affection for their locomo- 
tives, and not only' assert that this affection Is in a way returned, but show 
a. jealous dislike, for -yielding to another the right of command over an 
engine with which they have been long associated. 
T/ndor the. now rule 


this sentiment, of course, will disappear. 
Bach engineer will havo the 


same or no regard for each engine, and so the poetry of the'craft will give 
place to the more or less dreary commonplace of ordinary toll. Whether 
or not this will have Its effect, and an unfortunate one, on the safety of rail- 
way travel is a question much more easily raised than 
decided.

Tho fish see the 
light and In a very short time you have 
your supply without, golns to ths trouble 
of hooking for them. 


"Ono 
of tho boats we captured ran 


right into our trap. Tho wind died out 
nnd all wo had to (to was to row over 
and board tho schooner. 
"Tho mon hntl long knives which they 


would not hesitate to use did the occa- 
sion necessitate It. The appearance of 
the nativo is that of IL cleared feature and 
Intelligent 
looking individual. He has 


bec-n treated in such a brutal manner 
from time Immemorial thut If tho treat- 
ment, i? not continued he thir.ks you are 
afraid 
of him and his brutal Instinct 
shows Hsc-lf and it is dangerous to be 
caught off guard. The advise is to make 
him do your bidding and make him do it 
quick. When the. natives understand the 
silu.-ition most of them will side with us 
or they must take tho rugged path of the 
American Indian and be content with 
the inevitable. Some of the natives of ths 
Islands arc RO savaffe that their special 
rlMljtht is to go on head hunts. Their

The Mexican 
dollar is worth $.47, so a person receives 
over two for an American dollar. Soma 
of tho men had $160 to take with them 
and hardly knew where to store it. . 
"It was my first experience with the 


article and as I had to count Over 8,000 
of them I got mighty tired of dishing 
them out. Give me the American money 
every time. I had' to pay a few bills In 
town and Sam had to go along to help 
carry tho money. If the bill Is large you 
have to hire a mule to carry It for you. 


Tn another letter Paymaster Perkins 


tells about the capture of an Insurgent

Over half the 
carco wns on board and the rest of it 
couli] bo seen or. the shore, piled up in 
Blacks. 
"]t consisted 
of mar.lla, tobacco anrt 


hrmp, and while in our country it would 
be very valuable, it was worth only a few 
thousand dollars here. . 


"After working two days In trying to 


float the ship Mr. Thomas succeeded in 
falling her off the e.ind and anchored 
her alongside of us by means of her own 
sails. 
Our engineer is m-iklng cylinder 


bends for her engines and as soon as they 
are fmishe-d we start for Manila with 
our prize ship, the first one of the war, 
J hcliovo. 


"Soma very valuable maps were found 


on board nnd we have ascertained that 
wo have dropped right in the northern 
depot of the rebels. Wo expect to re- 
turn anil brlncr a regiment of troops with 
11.1 to hold tho country. 


"If this is clone their communication in 


the north will be cut off. 
The small 


boats of tho ship we captured were on 
tho beach In front of a large house with 
earthworks thrown up around it.

A party ot thirty men were sent ashore 
to get tho boats.

went alnns; with them. When we started 
from tho ship we could see nobody on

"Day before yesterday some one discov- 


ered that a telegraph line ran alonjr- shore 
and the captain ordered two boats to gx> 
ashore and cut the wire and destroy tha 
Una of comrtiunlcetion. 8am and I went 
with thA boats. Borne of the. men had 
axes to cut the poles and others had, guns 
to cover 
the working: party. 
I wont 
ashore (or the purpose of Kettinjf some 
beef for the'crew, a» we could, sea some 
fine larea cows roaminut alone the beaoh. 
When we arrived the officers would not 
let Bam or 1 fire so we had to be con- 
tent with watching the underbrush for 
the appearance of tho Insurgents. Three 
or four hundred of them sallied out of 
the fort and the ship immediately fired 
some of the large guns at them.

were sgnaled to come back to the ship 
Immediately, but the .men finished the 
work they wore sent ashore to do and 
then commenced to fire at the advancing J 
natives, who were coming toward us on;

"That night.firea and signal lights were 
as thick as fire flies and extended as far; 
as the eye could reach. Some appeared ^ 
along the shore near our ship and we', 
had target practice at them for a time. 
They would disappear for a time, but in- , 
variably bob up again.

"Yesterday fifty of the men wor.t over, 


to the Bandy point which extends a quar-j 
ter of r, mils from the main land. Wo • 
have new rifles and the men need prac-| 
tlce with them, so this was a good place 
to break them in. About an hour after 
they landed, the lookout on our ship rc- 
portprt a body of armed men moving to-

Tho natives are such cranks 
that they might try to capture our ship, 
and we have to keep a bright look-out. 


"Whin we g'et to Mar.lla we will have : 


great news for the army, and our cap- 
tain ought to receive some reward for 
the good work he has done since wo 
have boon hore. We expect to, at least, : 
receive a. case of champagne for the trou-1 
ble we have had In obtaining the steamer 
from the insurgents. 


"Sam anO myself are in go.cd condition 


and everythlncf runs smoothly in our de- 
partment. We are having some sport and 
I am indeed glad -that we succeeded in ob- 
taining this vessel. 


"No one knows how long this war will 


last, but before It is over many a person 
will leave his bones here, and I thank 
my stars I am not In the army, that is 
as a private, for about half will never re- 
turn to the United States. 
The officers 


have a snap, but the men are the ones 
that suffer."
